came from milk. Milk comes from feed and the feed 
question is one that affects your bank account every day. 

This isn’t going to be any sermon on feeding; or on 
milk record sheets; or on weighing. 

It is an attempt to boil down in a few words for the 
busy man, the really important things that he can make 
money by watching this winter. 

Feed Enough Roughage 

A man who has sense enough to keep pure bred Hol 
steins realizes the value of a silo but sometimes he over- 
looks the value of enough silage. Nearly any kind of a 
silo will fit your herd, if you give them just enough to 
make it stretch out. 

A cow should eat from 3 to 3% Ibs. of silage every day, 
for every 100 lbs. of live weight. This means a 1200 
pound cow should eat from 36 to 42 lbs. of silage. But 
does she? 

Your roughage supplies digestible nutrients cheaper 
than the grain feed, and it is simply cutting a hole in 
your pocket book to make high priced grain feed take the 
place of good. wholesome roughness. If you cow does 
not get all the ensilage she can hold, the difference must 
he supplied in other wavs that are much more costly

WEIGH YOUR ROUGHAGE 


How Much Silage do Your Cows Eat a Day? 

Most people feed ensilage in a tub or basket, and it’s 
easy to weigh a day’s feed for a cow and see what she is 
doing and then make an estimate of what the other cows 
are doing. Many successful feeders have discovered that 
their cows are getting just about half as much ensilage 
as they should. 

It is hardly safe to feed ensilage as the only roughage 
Some dry roughage should be fed also—good bright alfalfa 
hay being by far the best. If you are not able to ger 
good hay the cow should have some corn shucks or fodder 
to pick at 

Beets Substitute for Silo 

Where it is impossible to have a silo sucii roots as 
beets, carrots and turnips will go a long way towards sup 
plying the succulence necessary. 

The main thing to remember about roughage is—-feed 
enough of it.

Grain Feed 
Grain feed should be made to balance with the roughage 
Let’s study for a minute the process of milk making 
The milk glands in the udder secrete milk from materials 
brought there by the blood. The blood brings the milk 
materials from the fourth stomach and intestines, where 
they have been digested and passed through the walls of 
these organs. The third stomach has ground the feed 
as fine as it could, the second stomach has sifted out 
foreign materials and the first stomach has acted as a 
big storage vat and heater to soften the food until the 

cow was ready to chew it a second time as her cud. 

What is Milk? 
Milk is nature’s ration for the young animals, and 
everyone knows how easily the stomach of the young 
animal can be upset. Nature, therefore. make- milk a 
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balanced ration and she will not upset percentage of 
the different materials in milk, no matter what you feed 
her. Sudden changes in feed, weather and surroundings 
may upset the proportions of the materials in milk for a 
short time, but they are bound to readjust themselves in 


the long run. 

Nature Teaches us a Lesson of Balancing the Ration 

As long as the proportions in milk are fixed by the cow 
at her end of the line, we must fix the proportions of milk 
making materials in the grain feed and roughage, so as 
to keep the cows body in proper working trim and supply 
excess material for milk in exactly the right proportion. 
Feed must also be palatable, so that the cow will take 
unlimited quantities into her stomachs for the manu- 
facturing process. Count these on your fingers; they 
will count for you in the milk pail and in the sale ring. 

Right proportion between protein, carbohydrates and 
fat. The right quality of proteins. 

Enough calcium. (Very important for heavy milkers 
and where the calves are valuable.) High digestibility. 

A combination that you can feed regularly and not 
change too often. 

The following illustration will show you the vaiue of 
palatability and keeping a cow up to her full capacity.

If she doesn’t like her feed and consumes only 12 Ibs. of di- 
gestible nutrients, it cuts down her milk material one-half. 


Shall | Buy or Mix at Home? 


At this point you are apt to come to the problem of 
“Shall I mix my ration at home, or shall I buy a manu- 
factured feed?” It is not the intention of this article to 
recommend either. The writer will admit from several 
years’ experience with a splendid manufactured feed, a 
leaning in their direction, but this question is one that 
you yourself, with your milk record sheets, can answer 
better than anyone can answer it for you. 

Suggestions for Home Mixing 

If you decide to mix your own feed, go to see your 
feed dealer, tell him your plans and he will be glad to 
co-operate with you. Most feed dealers would rather 
perform the small service of helping you buy ingrtdients 
from the most reliable shippers and at the best possible 
prices, and make a very small charge, than carry material 
in stock for you a long time and necessarily charge you a 
higher margin. 

If your herd is not large enough to justify purchases of 
ingredients in carloads, see some of your neighbors, find 
out about the quantity you will need and get your dealer 
to give you prices out of a car. 

For the eastern section, linseed meal or gluten feed 
are usually the best sources of protein, but at certain times 
cottonseed meal may supply it cheaper. At the time of 
this writing, cottonseed meal is on an especially attractive 
basis. 

If you do not raise. carbohydrates in the shape of oats, 
corn or barley, you can usually buy them at the feed store 
as needed. 

Wheat bran is a good laxative and gives bulk to the 
ration. Alfalfa meal, however, supplies a superior quality of 
protein to that contained in bran, and also supplies calcium 
that bran lacks. 

A Queer Fact About a Cow’s Mineral Utilization 

Experiments at the Ohio station have shown that while 
we have bred cows up to remarkable records in milk pro- 
duction, they have not developed their digestive processes 
to a point where they digest calcium as fast as they take 
it out of their systems and put into the milk pail, and 
practically every high producing cow will show a negative 
calcium balance at the end of her lactation period. This 
shows that she should not only. have calcium bearing 
feeds in abundance while she is dry, but should receive 
them all through her lactation period, so the over-draft 
of calcium from her system will have been as small as 
possible. 
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If you are not feeding clover or alfalfa hay, you should, 
by all means, feed some good alfalfa meal as part of the 
bulky part of your feed. 

Good cane molasses adds great palatability to the 
mixture and is used very successfully by some feeders when 
diluted with water and sprinkled over the roughage. Cane 
molasses is often difficult to handle on the farm, and 
some feeders prefer to buy molasses feed. By this term 
is meant feed containing only alfalfa and molasses and no 
other ingredient. 

On Paper—in The Pail 

Figuring out a ration on paper and making it perform 
in the pail are very different. After the ration has been 
fed it should be carefully checked, and if you are getting 
less than 3 lbs. of milk to a pound of feed, there is some- 
thing wrong. Hither you are not feeding enough or your 
proportion of protein and carbohydrates are not right. 

The average pure bred Holstein herd will come nearer 
344lbs. of milk to a pound of feed, and sometimes four. 


A Few Pointers on Mixed Feed. 

The question of manufactured feeds is a very broad one 
and in a way a very difficult one. The following rule is a 
good one to follow. Do not buy a feed containing any 
ingredients thta you would not want to use if you were 
mixing your own ration. Do not buy manufactured feeds 
high in fibre—they are usually expensive in the long run. 
Some manufactured feeds guaranteed high in protein are 
very heavy in cottonseed meal. Be sure that there are other 
high protein ingredients such as linseed meal or gluten 
feed included. 

Your home-mixed ration may or may not be fed the 
Way you order it to be fed, and home-mixing requires an 
intimate knowledge of the digestible analyses of feed, and 
of a cows’ requirements. Success may be attained with 
home-mixing or with mixed feed. It depends more on 
the man than the method. 

When you buy a high quality mixed feed, follow the 
directions of the manufacturers—he knows how it should 
be fed and is just as much interested as you are in getting 
the most possible milk out of every sack. 

Buy in Large Quantities and Save Freight 

It is just as easy to buy a manufactured feed in carlots 
as it is to buy raw materials, and your dealer will be glad 
to explain to you thoroughly the merit of the mixed feed 
he is handling. He has to be sold it by the feed sales- 
man and if he bought on price alone, you may not want 
to buy from him. If he bought on a basis of results to 
you and other feeders, he probably demanded absolute 
proof trom the feed salesman, and for that reason your 
dealer can tell you why he handles any particular mixed 
feed. 

The whole problem of purchasing feeds or mixing them 
was answered, to my mind very clearly a short time ago 
by Hugh G. Van Pelt. He said that a farmer could 
build a wagon cheaper than he could buy one, if he had 
plenty of time to spare. It might cost him less in the 
long run, and the wagon would last fairly well. 

He can buy ingredients cheaper than he can buy ready 
mixed feeds, but in the first place he has to have a very 
thorough knowledge of mixing feeds and even then the 
ration that goes down the cow’s throat is not certain to be 
that ration that the owner has decided she should have. 

Given a good mixed feed, and there are some very 
reliable ones on the market the ration is sure to be mixed 
right. The difference in cost between the raw materials 
for a wagon and the manufactured product and the raw 
materials for a suit and the manufactured product, are 
much larger than the difference between the cost of raw 
materials and an accurately mixed feed. 

The real answer to any question of this sort, however, 
is the milk record sheet. Pure bred Holstein men know 
the value of records for selling their stock, and records 
are just as necessary for feding as they are for successful 
breeding. 

If you were hesitating between two different animals to 
head your herd, you would ask “What are their records?” 
“What did their dams do?” The same questions, which 
you can answer yourself, is the key to profitable feeding. 

Remember these points: 

Feed enough roughage. 

Have your grain properly balanced. 

Don’t overlook the necessity of calcium. 

Don’t overlook the value of palatibility. 

Demand actual records on your own milk sheets as a 
successful guide for your selection of feed. 

Good feed makes good cows better. An hour’s brain 
work and use of a pencil will make more money than 
a day’s work swinging a shovel. 
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A Century Sire in Disguise

IETERTJE Hengerveld’s Count 
i De Kol is really a century sire 

and thus deserves to rank with 
the other kings of the breed; but like 
the ancient ruler of Bagdad, he travels incognito. If you 
look him up in the Blue Book, which is the source from 
which most of us derive our Holstein information, you will 
find that he has had no additions to his list of A. R. O. 
daughters since April 30, 1914, at which time he had 99 A. 
R. O. daughters. You would not therefore, class him as a 
century sire, if you did not know that he has in Canada a 
one hundredth daughter, Pietertje Hengerveld Belle, with 
a record of 18.5 lbs. butter from 434.8 lbs. milk—a record 
which is just as official as those of his other 99, and so en- 
tered on the books of the Canadian Record of Merit, al- 
though not entered in the American Advanced Registry. 
This grand old sire should, therefore, be called a century 
sire as he has one hundred daughters with official 7-day 
records above advanced registry requirements, although 
only 99 of them are what we call A. R. O. records. 

When I first became connected with the Holstein busi- 
ness as a pedigree writer, back in the spring of 1911, the 
two greatest sires of the breed were quite generally con- 
sidered to be Hengervld De Kol and his 100% brother, Pie- 
tertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, each of which had four 
30-lb. daughters. These two great bulls—full brothers in 
blood—were considered the 
greatest, with Pontiac Korn- 
dyke looming up in the off- 
ing as a strong contender 
for equal honors. Lord 
Netherland De Kol, Paul 
Beets De Kol, and De Kol 
2d’s Butter Boy 3d, were 
also century sires. King 
Segis and King of the Pon- 
tiacs were just becoming 
prominent through the won- 
derful work of their young 
daughters. Homestead Girl 
De Kol Sarcastic Lad was 
making quite a showing 
through the work of his 2- 
year-old daughters on long 
time test. De Kol Burke 
had three daughters with 
records above 31 lbs. Konig 
Blanche Lyons was then 
the only sire with two 34-lb. 
daughters. Other sires were showing considerable promise 
but old Hengerveld De Kol with 115 A. R. O. daughters— 
more than any other sire then had—and Pietertje Henger- 
veld’s Count De Kol with 98 A. R. O. daughters, four of 
them with records above 30 lbs.—were considered by most 
Holstein authorities to be the two greatest prover sires. 

At that time, Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol was 
the only sire except his full brother in blood, Hengerveld 
De Kol, to have four 30-lb. daughters, and he was the only 
sire to have three daughters above 32 lbs. At that time 
he had ten daughters that had produced over 100 Ibs. milk 
in a day on official test, and since that time he has added 
four to his list. 

He has not had any additions to his list of A. R. O. 
daughters since 1914, at which time the figures stood at 
99 with an additional tested daughter in Canada making 
100. He now has, according to the latest published volume 
of the Blue Book, 59 sons that have A. R. O. daughters and 
70 daughters that are dams of A. R. O. cows. He also has 
25 30-lb. granddaughters, but of that more will be said a 
little later. 

Bearing in mind the fact that not one of his daughters 
has been tested since 1914, it is really quite remarkable 
that his 100 daughters have made records averaging 20.03 
Ibs. butter from 449.4 lbs. milk at an average age of 4 
years, 3 months. His four 30-lb. daughters made their rec- 
ords in four different herds, prior to April 1911, his largest 
record daughter making her record in March 1908. 

This largest record daughter just referred to is Blanche 
Lyons De Kol who won first association prize for the year 
1907-8 in both the 7 and 30-day division with a record of 
33.31 Ibs. butter in 7 days and 134.78 lbs. in 30 days. Had 
we been offering any prizes for milk production at this 
time, she would also have won first prize for milk in the

record ranks with the best for the 

year. At the time her record was 
made, Blanche Lyons De Kol was the 
fourth largest record cow in the world over all ages and 
breeds, and the third largest in the mature class. This milk 
record of 608 lbs., however, was not her largest, for the 
previous year as a 5-year-old, she had produced 654.8 lbs. 
milk containing 29.46 lbs. butter, her butter record being 
debarred from seventh prize by the limitation rule. Had 
prizes been offered for milk production under the present 
system, her milk record would have won fifth prize for the 
year. Blanche Lyons De Kol has two A. R. O. daughters, 
one with 30.72 Ibs. and the other with 17 Ibs. as a junior 2- 
year-old. Her sons include some of the greatest of the 
breed, one of the best being the century sire, Pietertje 
Hengerveld Segis, another being King Segis Hengerveld 
with four 30-lb. daughters, and a third being King Pieter 
who has a fine list of daughters including a number with 
29-lb. heifer records, and he has a 31-lb. Canadian daughter. 

The same year that Blanche Lyons De Kol won first 
association prize,, another daughter of the old bull 
Frenesta Hengerveld De Kol, won fourth prize with a rec- 
ord of 32.2 lbs. Her record was made from 548.3 Ibs. milk, 
and she had a 30-day record of 122.83 lbs. butter from 2506.8 
lbs. milk. 

A few years later, April 
1911, there was brought out 
another 33-lb. daughter of 
Pietertje Hengerveld’s 
Count De Kol. She was 
Blanche De Kol Hengerveld 
and made her record of 
33.2 Ibs. butter from 688.9 
Ibs. milk. At her previous 
freshening, she had made a 
record of 28.98 lbs. butter 
from 642.1 lbs. milk with a 
30-day record of 2842.5 Ibs. 
milk containing 118.82 lbs. 
butter. She also has a third 
record above 600 Ibs. milk 
made in connection with a 
27-lb. butter record, and a 
fourth above 500 lbs. She is 
believed to have been the 
first cow with three differ- 
ent 600-lb. records or four 
different 500-lb. records. 

Just about this time or a little before came the record 
of Beauty Rauwerd De Kol, of 709.9 lbs. milk containing 
30.54 Ibs. butter with a 30-day record of 2914.4 lbs. milk 
containing 120.98 lbs. butter. 

One of the most famous daughters of Pietertje Henger- 
veld’s Count De Kol is De Kol Creamelle who averaged 
over 100 lbs. milk a day for 100 days on official test. Her 
best day’s milk was 119.7 lbs., her best 7-day’s milk 780.4 
lbs., and she has a year record which was made the year 
before the semi-official test was established, and while it 
is therefore not listed as a semi-official record, it was strict- 
ly official for 100 days with a number of official weeks dur- 
ing the last few months. This record is given as over 1000 
lbs. butter from 26,300 Ibs. milk, thus stamping her as one 
of the very greatest milk producers of the breed. Her 
daughter, Creamelle Vale, produced in her best day on 
official test, 108.7 lbs. milk, in 7 days, 750.2 lbs. and in 365 
days, semi-official, 29,591 Ibs., this being a world’s record 
at the time it was made. Creamelle Vale, in turn, is dam 
of Dutchland Colantha Vale with 112.7 lbs. milk in a day, 
765.3 lbs. in 7 days, and 27625 lbs. in a year, making three 
direct generations of cows producing more than 100 Ibs. in 
one day, over 750 Ibs. in 7 days, and over 26,000 Ibs. in a 
year. All three also have better than 1000 lbs. butter in a 
year. There is likewise a representative of the fourth 
generation in this troupe, Dutchland Pietertje Vale with a 
one-day milk record of 83.5 lbs., a 7-day record of 557.7 Ibs. 
and a year record of 21,309 Ibs. milk containing 967 lbs. 
butter as a junior 2-year-old. This is one of the very great- 
est milking families the breed has ever produced, especial- 
ly as Colantha Creamelle, another daughter of De Kol 
Creamelle, has 714 Ibs. milk with over 31 lbs. butter. 

It has already been stated that Pietertje Hengerveld’s 
Count De Kol has 14 daughters that have made one-day 
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Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol was 
born February 20, 1897. He was sired by De 
Kol 2d’s Butter Boy, whose dam, De Kol 2u, 
was the first 26-lb. cow and one of the great 
foundation cows of the breed. Perhaps he) 
very best transmitting son through the male 
line was De Kol 2d‘s Butter Boy who at one 
time was considered the greatest sire of 
transmitting sons of the breed. Other fa 
mous sons of this sire besides Pietertje 
Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, include Henger 
veld De Kol, De Kol Burke, Pontiac Butter 
Boy, etc. 

The dam of Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count 
De Kol was, as his name implies, Pietertje 
Hengerveld, with a senior 4-year-old record 
of 21.85 lbs. butter from 492.1 lbs. milk 
While this record does not seem so large 
we must remember that it was made the 
first year that the official testing system 
was adopted, and that at the time it was 
made it stood second in her class only to the 
record of her sister, Inka 4th’s Pietertje 
Rose, who beat her by exactly five one 
hundredths of a pound. She is a daughter of 
Netherland Hengerveld with 26.67 lbs., who 
was for a number of years the world’s cham

milk records above 100 lbs. It is likewise true that he 
transmits this great milk producing ability to his grand- 
daughters as well, he having four granddaughters that 
have produced better than 700 lbs. milk in a week and at 
least nine more above 600 Ibs. One of his granddaughters, 
Rauwerd Count De Kol Lady Pauline, with a record of 
30.48 lbs. butter from 721.6 lbs. milk in 7 days, also has a 
year record of over 29,000 lbs. milk containing 1113 lbs. 
butter. He has another granddaughter, Lakeview Le- 
strange, with 38.05 lbs. butter from 741.9 lbs. milk, who, 
by the way, is his largest record granddaughter either for 
milk or for butter. Second place among his granddaughters 
for milk production is held by Dutchland Cornucopia 
Hengerveld 2d, with 730.4 lbs. milk containing 32.85 Ibs. 
butter. Another granddaughter, Colantha Creamelle, men- 
tioned above with 714 lbs. milk containing over 31 Ibs. 
butter, is another daughter of De Kol Creamelle, so we see 
the old cow is one of the few examples of a 700-lb. cow 
having two 700-lb. daughters. Twenty-five granddaughters 
of Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol have made 30-lb. 
records, and the twenty-five have milk records averaging 
594.7 lbs. As this average includes only his 30-lb. grand- 
daughters, it leaves out two of his best milkers, one with 
683 lbs. and the other with 621 lbs. He has, as we have 
seen, two granddaughters with year records above 29,000 
lbs. milk, one through a son and one through a daughter. 

The daughters of Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol 
flourished for the most part before the day of the longtime 
test, or at least before longtime testing became very com- 
mon. It so happens that only one of his daughters was ever 
given a semi-official record,—if we exclude the 1000-lb. rec- 
ord made by De Kol Creamelle,—she being Countess 
Sanesta Madonna with a record in 361 days of 702.27 Ibs. 
butter from 17,969.2 Ibs. milk. Some idea of the persistent 
qualities of his daughters, however, can be gained from a 
study of the 30-day records they made. Fifteen of them, we 
find, made 30-day records averaging 110.59 lbs. butter from 
2545 Ibs. milk, and the 7-day records made in connection 
with these 30-day records average 27.73 lbs. butter from 
605.6 lbs. milk. In other words, the average of the 15 30- 
day records is more than four times the average of the 
corresponding 7-day records for butter production, and over 
700 lbs. more than four times the 7-day average for milk 
production. 

Several states claim some of the credit for the great- 
ness of Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol. The state of 
his nativity is the Empire state, he being bred by Henry 
Stevens & Son of Lacona, N. Y. In New York also three of 
his four largest record daughters from the standpoint of 
butter production, made their records. His four 30-lb. 
daughters and, indeed many others of his best, were bred 
in Ohio by Mrs. Esther A. Horr, Wellington. The last part 
of his life was spent in Massachusetts in the Field herds 
and here one of the 33-lb. daughters made her record, as 
well as De Kol Creamelle and other good ones. De Kol 
Creamelle, by the way, was born and bred in New York 
State. 


Pietertje Hengerveld is a 
full sister to Magadora, the dam of Henger- 
veld De Kol, thus making Pietertje Henger 
veld’s Count De Kol a full in blood brother 
to Hengerveld De Kol, the two being by the same sire 
These two great sires were for many years considered the 
leading pair of full brothers in blood and it is doubtful if 
any other pair even now can compare with them.

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To The Breeders of Pennsylvania 
T HE misleading statements set forth in a resolution 











adopted by the Lackawanna County (Pa.) Holstein- 

Friesian Association and which has been furnished 
the World for publication on page 32 by Robert Win- 
ship, secretary of that organization, are of such nature 
that the World deems it necessary to call this matter to 
your attention. 

We hope that there are among ‘you breeders of Pennsyl- 
ania only a very few who will give credence to the state- 
ments expressed in this resolution. It is probable that the 
members of the Lackawanna County Association have 
been misinformed. We have known for some little time 
of a reactionary influence at work in Pennsylvania, the 
object of which was to discredit the work being done by 
the Extension Department under President Aitken’s 
direction. 

It remains for you men who really represent the Hol- 
stein industry in Pennsylvania to determine whether you 
desire to accept such leadership as this or whether you 
desire to follow the plan successfully adopted by Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, New 
York, New Jersey, Missouri and New England and organize 
your extension work upon an already proven basis work- 
ing with these other communities for the advancement of 
the Holstein-Friesian industry and for the advancement 
particularly of the Holstein industry within the boundaries 
of your state of Pennsylvania. The World first of all 
challenges these reactionary influences at work in your 
state to come out into the open and point to a single in- 
stance that may be construed by men of decently pro- 
gressive tendencies as pointing to a political purpose 
designed for the assistance of any man or group of men in 
advancing personal ambitions. 

The World has been in close touch with the leaders of 
the National Extension movement and in this statement 
to you men of Pennsylvania desire to be heard as a 
representative of the National organization. 

The National extension department desires only tv 
participate in the organization work of your state. It 
wants no voice in the selection of your paid secretary nor 
in the establishment of the form of government which 
you will propose after organizing. If your organization 
gathers proxies your Board of Directors will doubtless be 
men of sufficient intelligence to see to it that these proxies 
are used for the combined advantage of the best interests 
of the National Association and the Holstein interests of 
Pennsylvania and we know that not a single instance can 
be pointed out where such state organization already in 
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the field has used its influence in other than a whole- 
some manner. 

Please remember breeders of Pennsylvania, that the 
present plan under which you are working—that of having 
unconnected local clubs working in the interests of certain 
communities and with no definite object or policies in 
mind—while it has been instrumental in bringing the 
gospel of the Holstein industry to a few, by no meang 
fills the present need with respect to extension work. 
The plan that these other states have tried so successfully 
does not contemplate the removai of these agencies for 
extension work. It contemplates the coordination of 
effort into the working of a harmonious whole so that the 
extension work in Pennsylvania may be carried on with 
some attention to team work. 

Further than this the officers of the Holstein-Friesiay 
Association of America have always given proper credit 
to the state colleges in the states in which they work. In 
every state the assistance and influence of the state 
college men has been sought and given and used in the 
building up of the state organization. 


As to the argument that state organizations in other 
states do not stand on heir own merits and have access to 
the National Association’s funds, we will simply say that 
this is not true in any sense and that the funds of the 
National Association are not available for the use of 
the state organizations except for the organization work 
which is done and then to the extent only of paying the 
salary and expenses of the organizers sent from the 
National Association to assist in the work. 


The Lackawanna County Breeders’ Association has in- 
structed its secretary, Robert Winship, to send to each 
of your local clubs a copy of a resolution, sole purpose of 
which is to prevent the National Association from putting 
on a campaign of organization in your state. This was 
unnecessary on the part of the Lackawanna County As- 
sociation, for you may rest assured that the National As- 
sociation will not enter any state and conduct a member- 
ship campaign until the breeders of that state practically 
unanimously indicate that such a campaign is wanted. 
The extension department of the National Association 
has far too much to do to: force its work upon any com- 
munity. It can operate in communities where the type 
of work it is doing is appreciated and desired and we can 
venture the opinion that it will so continue. The state 
of Pennsylvania will not be burdened with any membership 
campaign until the few reactionaries who are so afraid 
of so-called “untoward” influences and who are apparently 
in the saddle take their heads out of the sand, lift up their 
eyes and learn what progressive Holstein communities are 
doing in extension work. 


The World joins a vast majority of breeders in the 
organized states in wishing you breeders of Pennsylvania 
every success and in urging you to put out from your midst 
these reactionary influences, get your forces aligned with 
faces to the front and join. the procession of Holstein men 
who are marching toward the goal of Holstein prosperity. 


Those Hardy Blooming Perennials 


very pressing invitation to attend the latest Pine Grove 

dispersion which came to our desk addessed “Dear 

Mr. Jones” was accompanied by a catalogue upon 
whose pages we found pedigreed one or two of those 
hardy blooming perennials of which we find that a large 
part of their usefulness to the Holstein breed consists in 
appearing in sale after sale. They flit gaily from one 
ownership to another enriching the coffers of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America by the transfer fees 
they bring. Just what other purpose they serve is not 
quite clear. 

Take for instance Marion Segis Hengerveld. She was 
catalogued in the sale conducted by the Liverpool Sale and 
Pedigree Co. at Syracuse in January 1918. Her next 
appearance was in the first Pine Grove sale; her next in 
the great Pine Grove dispersion and her last in the latest 
recorded dispersion of the Pine Grove herd, that of the 
current month. Another old friend of the sale ring is 
Woodcrest Homestead Princess 2d sold originally by John 
Arfmann to J. M. Anderson in one of C. F. Hunt’s dis- 
persions. She was then sold by Mr. Anderson to Oliver 
Cabana, Jr., Oliver Cabana, Jr. sold her to George R. Hill 
in one of the Liverpool sales and she later turned up in 
the great Pine Grove dispersion where she was sold to A. 
W. Green, after which her public sale record closed. 
Pontiac Aaggie Cornucopia appeared successively in the 
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C. F. Hunt dispersion, the Anderson sale, the Detroit Sale 
and last in the D. W. Field dispersion. 

A daughter of King Segis De Kol Korndyke had a 
similar career, having been sold by Stevens Bros to 
Quentin McAdam; by McAdem to Ezra Holbert and by 
Holbert to Arthur Danks. Her public sale career ended 
here as far as records show. 

The point we wish to bring out in connection with these 
hardy blooming perennials refers to the public sale. Does 
it pay to sell animals that are valuable only as a medium 
for exchange? We do not wish to detract from any 
additions to the Holstein-Friesian breed that these cows 
have made nor from any possible value they might have as 
perpetuators of Holstein-Friesian type and production, but 
it would seem to us that records of this kind condemn 
cows for public sale and that the Holstein public ought 
to learn to keep such animals out of public sale channels. 
If they are valueless to their owners they certainly are 
no credit to a public sale. 

When the early resumption of activity in Holstein- 
Friesian circles stimulates the public sale, as we expect 
it to, may we hope that the records will be kept clear of 
such offerings as these, which add nothing to the value of 
public sales in creating a healthy interest in and growth of 
the Holstein industry. 


Dr. Emerson and Milk Facts 


TILL greater evidence is now at hand to show the 
S wonderful value of milk. This evidence comes from 

the results of experiments conducted by the great 
authority, Dr. Emerson of Boston, in conjunction with the 
city schools of Chicago, the McCormick Memorial Institute 
of Chicago, and the National Dairy Council. 

Thousands and hundreds of thousands of boys and girls 
have been found, on careful survey, to be physically unfit 
and mentally un-receptive to school work. 

Chicago schools show approximately 33% of their boys 
and girls as being 7% or more below normal weight. This 
condition naturally refiects on their school work. 

When Dr. Emerson first went into the Chicago schools 
and picked out several dozen boys and girls, the worst he 
could find, who were in many cases 25% to 40% below nor- 
mal. Many thought he had hopeless cases, but he didn’t. 
He knew the reason for the condition of these children and 
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he knew the way to bring them up and “over the top.” 
Strange, but true, these children were from _ well-to-do 
families, in many cases, the child was the only one in the 
family. 

Dr. Emerson is emphatic in saying that less than 3% of 
the cases of malnutrition can be traced to poverty, the 97% 
being the result of sheer neglect and ignorance on the part 
of the parents. 

The children were immediately placed under  super- 
vision, and each given at least a quart of milk a day. 
Some were required to have mid-day lunches, properly 
prepared. Every child was weighed regularly, a record was 
kept, and a graphic chart showed how far each child was 
below normal when he began and how rapidly he gained 
and finally reached normal. The results were astounding. 

One case was a boy, weighing 86 lbs., while he should 
have weighed 134 Ibs., who became normal, going “over 
the top” in thirteen weeks. 

Most of the children went over in six to eight weeks. 

Occasionally their progress was stayed by some physical 
defect or disease such as diseased tonsils, which, when re- 
moved, allowed the children to continue gaining. 

All this, says Mrs. Ira Couch Wood, in charge of child 
nutrition work conducted by the Elizabeth McCormitk 
Memorial Institute for the McCormick Memorial Fund, re- 
sulted in a similar increase in school efficiency; the chil- 
dren studied better, they were really interested, . they 
grasped the work more rapidly, and they displayed alert- 
ness of mind never before manifest. Indeed, it was an in- 
spiration to see them unfold; once so listless and dull, now 
so apt and eager. 

And to think there are 6,000,000 such children in this 
free land of America today—children who could be “shin- 
ing lights,” and who could be a power for civilization—but 
who are held down by the iron hand and submissive power 
of ignorance. 

Proper food means healthy boys and girls. Health is 
wealth, and health belongs to every child in this land 
today. 

Milk is fundamental. It is also economical (for 1 quart 
is equal to 8 eggs in food value). Then why not use it? If it 
were put in medicine bottles, it would sell for a dollar a 
bottle, and there would be no end to the demand for this 
vital food. The Milk Way is the Health Way—Follow it. Dr. 
Emerson has found that milk is indispensable.

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Now Is The Time 





F late, some few have been wont to get 
O unduly exercised over the stability of the 

great Holstein-Friesian industry and in re- 
sponse to your query as to my findings in the 
matter will say that the uncertainty and unrest 
which has a habit of hitting business every four 
years has been extended to our industry and 
could quite naturally be expected this year. 
That there has been a tremendous inflation in 
the price of many commodities and that the 
bubble was certain to burst, no one will deny. 
The careful observer will also realize that the last 
to reach the inflation and the first to be affected 
by the reduction is the producer. 

Emerson said, “It matters not what you 
make, if it’s only a mouse-trap, if it’s the best, 
though you may live in the wilderness, there will 
be a beaten road to your home.” He was right 
and his statement holds true today but to put 
your article on a proper commercial basis you 
must get back of your proposition with a push 
and so aivertise and proclaim its merits that the 
public will be bound to have it. This is some- 
thing that, in the dairy industry, has been gross- 
ly neglected. In fact, the makers of other articles 
of food, by advising the use of milk or some of 
its products to make theirs more palatable, have 
done far more to educate the public in the use of 
milk than have the milk producers and dealers 
themselves and, were their own article absolutely 
destitue of nourishment of any kind, their claim 
of a superior article of diet would still hold true 
for they had included with it the greatest food 
of all,—Milk. 

With the great war at an end, foreign 
markets and credits demoralized, price of sugar 
deflated to a more nearly normal basis, the con- 
densed milk market would naturally become 
very unsettled. Thus those producers dependent 
entirely upon condensaries awoke to find a fog in 
the atmosphere. But remember a fog is never 
permanent and the sun always returns with equal 
pensable food, a food for the lack of which many 
and my belief in the value of milk and the Hol- 
stein cow as the most economical producer of 
that great food that leads me to state that the 


“One thing for the dairyman to consider is that it takes several years to 
bring a cow up to the age when she is at her best and, another, that we can in- 
crease our supply of dairy machines only as fast as nature solves the problem 
for us. Unlike any other manufacturing business you cannot with the cow lay 
a machine idle for a few weeks or months and then start up again when condi- 
tions are at their best.

day for the Holstein-Friesian cattle breeder is 
only dawning. 

According to present available statistics, it 
is estimated that in the United States we have 
less than one per cent of the cattle purebred Hol- 
stein-Friesians and with ours the largest and_ 
richest association of its kind in the world I feel 
we have little to fear from competing breeds. In- 
stead of antagonizing other breeders let us co- 
operate with them, enlisting also the support of 
those dairymen not yet ready for purebreds, and 
let us all pull together and advertise milk— 
milk—milk. In doing this it is with shame 
that I confess that the starting point will be to 
convince some farmers and dairymen that they 
are not only cheating their stomachs but business 
as well every time they buy or consume a par- 
ticle of so-called substitute. I have always said 
that the man most easy to fool and whom we can 
fool most completely is ourselves and our feel- 
ings are often mingled with pity and contempt 
for the man who will sell his milk and milk pro- 
ducts and then condescend to accept so-called 
substitutes. 

With a few notable exceptions the producer 
of foodstuffs has been the slowest to properly 
commercialize his product. It is said that in 
I912 the raisin growers produced 50,000 tons 
which were sold at about one and one-half cents 
a pound, and that in 1919 they raised 190,000 
tons which brought ten cents a pound. Perhaps 
your mind has reverted to “Hootch’ as the imme- 
diate cause but not so. Those advertisements 
you have seen in recent years pertaining to raisin 
bread, raisin pie, and raisins in other palatable 
forms have made this thing possible. 

Consider for a moment that the dairyman 
produces the only perfect food, the only indis- 
pensable food, a food for the lack of which many 
infants die each year, for the lack of which middle 
age is deprived of much of its accomplishment 
and old age shortened or deprived of many of its 
pleasures. Of course, there is much that might 
be said in regard to the faulty and costly methods 
in vogue for the distribution of milk. Much 
might here be done to popularize the producer

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The following resolution has been sent us by Robert 
Winship Secretary of the Lackawanna County (Pa.) Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association. This resolution and the circular 
letter which accompanied it contains a number of seriously 
misleading statements and were it not for the fact that 
it has already been given wide circulation in Pennsylvania 
we would not permit the resolution to occupy space in our 
colum! 

In order to set the breeders of Lackawanna county 


right with respect to these matters we are making brief 
comment respecting the matter on the editorial page of 
the World this week and are printing the resolution for 
reference. Holstein breeders generally will be interested 
in the attitude of mind expressed in this resolution. It 
follows: 


To the Holstein Breeders of the State of Pennsylvania:— 


WHEREAS, at the last annual meeting of the Pennsylvania 
Holstein-Friesian Association, held at Harrisburg, Pa., on 
Jan. 21st, 1920, a letter from Mr. D.‘D. Aitken, president of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, was read requesting 
the state association to put on what Mr. Aitken is pleased to 
call ‘a whirlwind campaign’? to increase the membership and 
collect funds with which to employ a paid secretary to look 
after the buying and selling interests of the breeders of pure 
bred Holstein cattle in Pennsylvania, and 


WHEREAS, after this letter was read and discussed a 
motion was made, seconded and carried that it be the sentiment 
of the breeders that they did not wish to put on a membership 
campaign and hire a paid secretary as outlined in President 
Aitken’s letter, and 


WHEREAS, at this meeting a resolution was introduced 
authorizing the officers and executive committee to rewrite the 
old constitution or draft a new one with the view of co-operat- 
ing with the local clubs and putting the State Association on 
@& more progressive and representative basis, and 


WHEREAS, after the proposed constitution has _ been 
drafted and a meeting of the breeders called at Pennsylvania 
State College on June 24th to consider the matter of adopting 
said constitution and by-laws, certain influences were brought 
to bear with the result that the matter of constitution and by- 
laws was not allowed to come before the breeders for con- 
sideration or discussion, for the reason that certain clauses 
embodied in it would defeat any further effort on the part of 
the representative from the National Association putting on a 
whirlwind campaign for political purposes, and 


WHEREAS, the same influence that prevented the breeders 
in their effort to adopt a new constitution, for which the June 
meeting was purposely called, was instrumental in bringing 
about a meeting of some of the officers of the State Association 
and an equal number of men who have never been affiliated 
with the State Association, and at this meeting securing action 
to be taken to put on a membership campaign, in qa further 
effort to defeat the action taken by the breeders at their annual 
meeting to the effect that THEY DID NOT WANT ANY SUCH 
CAMPAIGN as outlined in President Aitken’s letter, and 


WHEREAS, this proposed campaign is to collect $1.00 per

WHEREAS, all the money thus collected is to go to the 
State Association, and 


WHEREAS, we feel that the best results can be accomplished 
through the co-operation of the officers of the local clubs with 
the representatives from State Colleges in building up the breed 
through the establishing of cow testing associations, calf clubs, 
bull clubs, and by co-operating in buying and selling animals, 
and that the larger portion of the funds collected from the 
breeders should be left in the treasury of the local clubs to 
carry on local club projects, and 


WHEREAS, in our judgment the whole movement to 
establish a paid secretary is chiefly a political move on the 
part of these officers to place a man in Pennsylvania at the 
expense of the small breeders and dairyman to look after the 
buying and selling interests of the big breeder and dealer and 
be able to gather proxies to maintain the president of the 
National Association in his present $12,000 a year position and 
expenses, and his assistant at $6500 per year and expenses, 
and who in turn will devote their time chiefly to creating 
and maintaining positions for paid secretaries, and 


WHEREAS, it is very evident from what has been 
accomplished by paid secretaries in other states that such an 
organization could not stand on its own merits were it not for 
the fact that its promoters have access to $140,000 of the 
National Association’s funds and that the state secretary devotes 
much time to promoting sales on a commission basis, and 


WHEREAS, these high salaried officers of the National 
Association fail to give proper credit to the constructive work 
that has been carried on in Pefinsylvania among the breeders 
in cooperation with the Pennsylvania State College, and 


WHEREAS, we believe that the most efficient work toward 
forwarding the Holstein breed in Pennsylvania and improving 
dairy conditions in general can be accomplished through the 


co-operation of the officers of the local clubs with the Ex- 
tension Service of Pennsylvania State College, and 


WHEREAS, we believe that little genuine constructive work 


can be accomplished by placing a man in the field who would 
be required to devote his time over sixty-seven counties, and 

WHEREAS, the State of Pennsylvania now has some thirty 
local clubs, actively engaged in building up, the Holstein breed 


in Pennsylvania, and 

_WHEREAS, we believe that the work of the state secretary 
will be too general in character to be effective in any way 
other than the promoting of sales and looking after. the 
politics of the National Association. 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that we members of the 
Lackawanna County Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Association do 
not endorse any state wide movement with a view of collecting 
memberships on a basis of $1.00 per cow per year for three 
years for each pure bred animal, and 25c per cow per year for 
three years for each grade animal, with a view of having tnts 
money used to employ a man whose work would only be 
general in character, and 

FURTHER RESOLVED, that we the breeders of Lackawanna 
County are unalterably opposed to further taxing the breeders 
and dairymen of Pennsylvania for the purpose of giving 
employment to paid secretaries and the establishment of a 
state sales organization, feeling that better results may be 
and are being obtained through the co-operation of our local 
clubs and state coilege without expense to the breeder, and 


FURTHER RESOLVED, that our secretary be instructed to 
communicate with other county clubs and to send to each 
of these clubs a copy of this resolution with a view and for 
the purpose of formulating a_ strong representative state 
organization instead of having a President Aitken type of 
Association which would be used for promoting sales, national 
politics and personal ambitions. 


LACKAWANNA COUNTY BREEDERS’ CLUB

DAIRYMEN TOUR GREEN COUNTY, WISCONSIN 


Thirty-five dairymen, members of the Avoca, Barneveld 
and Dodgeville Cow Testing Association of Iowa County, 
Wis., toured Green County, Wis. early in October, mostly 
visiting the establishments of members of the Monticello 
Cow Testing Association. 

Prof. G. C. Humphrey, of the college of agriculture, con- 
ducted a dairy cow judging demonstration at Baltz Hoes- 
ley’s Holstein Farm. Harold Schindel, field secretary for 
the Green County Holstein-Friesian Association, did the 
honors around Stauffacher Bros. holstein herd of 75 cows. 
An average of a ton of milk a day is hauled to the conden- 
sary by the milk truck from this farm. 

The grand champion bull at the county fair this fall 
was seen on Pierce Bros. Farm, and a 1700-lb. cow, said 
to be the largest in Green county at the Fred Marty Farm. 
The Holstein establishments of Henry Barber, Mrs. Ezra 
Blumer and Roscoe Smith were visited as well as Brown 
Swiss and Ayrshire breeding farms. Cheese factories and 
creameries were looked over, as well as the lime demon- 
stration plots on the Green County Farm, where Prof. L. F. 
Graber explained the needs of soils before alfalfa can be 
successfully grown. 


AUSTRALIAN SHOW 


The great Australian Dairy Show held at Melbourne was 
in many respects not as good as some of the previous ones, 
several of the breeds not being very heavily represented. 
Nor was the quality of the exhibit in some of the breeds as 
high as the authorities would have liked to bring out.

_ The National Farmers’ Exposition which will be held 
in Toledo, Ohio from Dec. 2-10, will have an extensive dis- 
play of cattle owned by the State of Ohio. This display and 
the demonstration and lectures accompanying it is expect- 
ed to prove of great benefit to breeders and prospective 
stock raisers who attend.

OHN BROAD s ‘ successtiul 
J ountry printer, publisher of the 
€ iadison County Leader since he 
vas nineteen years of age—a stretch 
of thirty years. He was born January 
14, 1871 on a farm at Lee Center 
Oneida Co., New York and has been a 
printer since he was thirteen years 
of age. 

Interviewed by the World Mr. Broad 
torgot how long he had been married 
but stated to the best of his informa 
tion and belief it happened twenty 
two or twenty-three years ago. He 
has two children, a boy and girl and 
as evidence that they are interested 
in cattle he offers the statement that 
iis daughter married a farmer. 

His principal occupation is that of! 
manager of the Madison County 
Leader, which, of course, carries with 
it a certain amount of political in 
fluence in a thoroughly rock ribbed 
Republican district. He has. been 
interested in Holsteins for eleven 
years and he bought.a farm just as 
soon as he could gather the money 
together, some twenty-three years ago 
and has since lived on the farm. We 
asked Mr. Broad what _ influenced 
him to start with Holsteins and he 
replied that the fact that he was born 
and brought up and lived his entire 
life in the very cradle of the breed for 
America was reason enough. He 
began with pure ‘breds and has been 
a member of the National Association 
ten years. He helped organize the 
Madison-Chenango County Holstein 
Club which at the time was the largest 
district Holstein organization in the 
state of New York. He is also a 
member of the New York Holstein 
Friesian Association. 

Mr. Broad has’ been prominently 
indentified with the New York State 
School of Agriculture at Morrisville. 
having helped to locate it at _ that 
place. Besides being appointed a 
member of the first board of trustees 
he continues- up to the present time 
to serve as resident manager. He 
admits that listed among other 
honors bestowed upon him as manager 
of the Madison County Leader he has 
had all the honors that fall to a 
country editor including the exchange 
of vegetables for subscriptions and 
other things that make the life of a 
country editor worth living. 

This sketch would not be complete 
without details of an incident which 
occurred recently that show us at 
least that Mr. Broad’s many years in 
the printing shop have not cured him 
of an advertiser’s unfailing desire to 
get plenty for his money. He sent 
up some copy recently with instruc- 
tions to run it in a ten-inch single 
column. He especially desired some 
display thrown into the advertisement. 
We sent the copy to the printer and 
had it set in solid six-point. When set 
without any display whatever it 
measured just eighteen inches long. 
One has to be a printer to really 
appreciate how it would be possible 
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to get eighteen inches ot solid six- 
point type with suitable display in a 
ten inch column space. 

They tell a story on Editor Broad 
down in Morrisville that happened 
last winter during the coal shortage 
and the consequent attempt at the 
conservation of fuel One of the 
inhabitants of that town appeared at 
the office of the Morrisville Leader 
very much disturbed. “You’ve made 
a mistake in your paper,” said he 
indignantly entering Editor Broad’s 
sanctum, “I was one of the competitors 
at the athletic match up at the college 
yesterday and you have called me 
‘the well known light weight cham- 
pion’” “Well, aren’t you?” inquired 
Mr. Board. “No, I’m nothing of the 
kind and it is confounded awkward 
because I’m in the coal business.” 

Occasionally Mr. Broad has the 
students from the college assist him 
in getting up the news for the Leader 
He is a sticker for brevity (except in 
his advertising) and insists upon the 
reporters turning in_ stories. that 
contain nothing but the facts. This 
is the story of tragedy which occurred 
in Morrisville and which was boiled 
down in accord with the editor’s 
dictates to fit the space alloted to it 
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“The Karl took a Scotch highball, bis 
hat, his departure, no notice of his 
pursuers, a revolver out of his hip 
pocket, and finally his life.” 

We are going to add that Mr. Broad 
on account of ill health and a desire to 
travel is dispersing his herd on 
December 6th at Morrisville. Always 
original in his ideas he is introducing 
some innovations in his sale that will 
interest the Holstein public. Among 
these he has engaged the services of 
a high class orchestra to _ furnish 
music during the progress of the sale 
Another departure from the  stere 
otyped is recorded in his catalogue 
which will show—when a cow in calf 
is offered for sale—on the opposite 
page a pedigree of the unborn calf 
This idea is worthy of consideration 
particularly when a high class herd 
sire heads the establishment and the 
expected calf inherits «a wealthy 
pedigree. 

We wish Mr. Broad every success Ww 
his sale. We fully expect that like 
others who have been in the Holsteip 
business so long and who left it with 
a determination to enjoy life that he 
will find his real enjoyment just be 
ginning when he gets back into the 
husiness again

The new ruling adopted this year reads, “No entries 
will be accepted for animals over six months of age that 
have not been tested for tuberculosis within 90 days prior 
to the opening of the Fair by a veterinarian approved by the 
Federal or State authorities. This will not apply to herds 
that are accredited or are being accredited.” It would seem 
as though this stringent regulation would have a tendency 
to scare the breeders, but in reality, it had the opposite 
effect, for there were gathered at Trenton 150 of the choic- 
est black and whites in the state.

farm near Yakima tends. to 
prove, in its results so far, that the 
wily Scotchman has lost none of his 
old skill at producing milk at the pail, 
notwithstanding it has been several 
years since he has put any records on 
his herd. The gentle reader will please 
note that “Alec” is doing semi-official. 
He has no use for the seven-day test, 
and thinks that the Holstein breed- 
ing industry as a whole would be 
much better off if there never had 
been any such animal. He is shy, too, 
of round numbers like 1000 pounas 
butter and 30,000 pounds milk, and 
prefers to give his producers’ such 
records as they can make in 10 
months, to crowding them for a year 
without rest. With a $2.98 bargain 
counter thought in my mind, I asked 
him why Cascade Blossom 260874, 
which recently finished a 305-day 
semi-official test with 956 pounds ot 
butter to her credit, was not allowed 
to complete a year and get the other 
44, necessary to 1000. His reply might 
be taken to indicate that he is stud- 
iously avoiding some sort of black 
magic in ciphers, but I concluded that 
it. was nothing more than the natural 
Todd faculty of hewing to the line and 
letting the chips fall anywhere—even, 
as has more than once been the case, 
into the other fellow’s wood basket. 
So Cascade Blossom goes down with 
24,044 pounds of milk as her record, 
and with 956 pounds of butter in 10 
months, regardless of how pleasing it 
would have been to all concerned to 
white 1000 pounds in a year. Blossom 
is by the same sire as Cascade Fleta 
Johanna, one of three 30,000-pound 
cows bred by the Todds but making 
their records in other herds and now 
owned elsewhere, but it is safe to 
guess that she is not for sale at the 
$320 figure which Tyson & McElheer 
of Moxee paid for Cascade Fleta Jo- 
hanna, then carrying a heifer calf 
which sold for $10,000 at the St. Paul 
sale last spring.

Organization of Washington breed- 
ers of Holsteins proceeded rapidly in 
preparation for the big event of 
November 19 at the Pacific Interna- 
tional. Under the spell of C. A. Har- 
rison of Seattle, who, being an in- 
surance man, could no doubt talk a 
hippopotamus into signing on _ the 
dotted line, no less than four county 
organizations were perfected within a 
week before and during the Western 
Royal livestock show at Spokane. In 


most cases he was aided and abetted 
by the county agricultural agent of 
the particular county where he work- 
ed. In Snohomish county, Ed Hoem 
of Snohomish, who by the way sent 
six head to the annual sale at Port- 
land, was made _ president of the 
county association, at a meeting in 
the office of County Agent W. D. 
Love. Albert Steffen was chosen vice- 
president and A. B. Winter of Everett, 
who for some time has been identified 
with the Western Washington Hol- 
stein breeders’ sales, secretary-treas- 
urer. A. Corby and A. Kooistra were 
named directors, to act with the three 
officers on the board. In Ellensburg on 
November 5 the organization of the 
Kittitas county association, which 
had been started at the time of the 
fair therein September, wascompleted. 
R. L. Rutter, Jr., of Ellensburg, is 
president and delegate to the Pacific 
International meeting. Henry Hanson 
is vice-president and County Agent 
W. L. Davis secretary-treasurer. The 
officers will not have to work very 
hard in Kittitas county to get 100 per 
cent membership, for there are only 
four or five breeders there and they 
are all boosters. The real work will 
be to extend interest of dairymen in 
purebreds—Holsteins. “Bob” Rutter, 
who is temporary secretary of the 
state organization, is a popular presi- 
dent, and Mr. Davis, who has done 
some excellent work there through 
the farm bureau, can be counted upon 
to devote his best efforts to the work. 
In Spokane county, about mid-week of 
the Western Royal stock show, a tent 
on the show ground was the _birth- 
place of that county’s organization. 
John L. Smith of Spokane, who used 
to breed Ayrshires but has reformed, 
who was superintendent of the dairy 
division at the Western Royal and 
really worked at it, and who will judge 
Ayrshires and one or two other dairy 
classes at Portland, was chosen 
president, T. S. Griffiths of Spokane 
was named vice-president, and F. E. 
Parks of Deer Park, one of the young- 
er breeders of the county, secretary- 
treasurer. Clem Bruin of Rockford ana 
Superintendent W.B. Auld of Waikiki 
farm, Spokane, which now breeds 
Holsteins as wellas Jerseys, are on the 
executive committee. Messrs. Smith 
and Auld were appointed to represent 
the association at Portland. The re- 
sponse was small to the call fora 
meeting in King county, and those 
present at the gathering in County 
Agent A. B. Nystrom’s office in Seat- 
tle appointed T. H. Owens of Kirkland 
as temporary chairman and named 
him and Harold Stimson, manager of 
Hollywood farm, to represent the 
county at Portland. The next meeting 
will be held at the call of the chair- 
man. Summarizing them, Organizer 
Harrison had the names of 125 breed- 
ers who had signed up for member- 
ship, two weeks before the Portland 
meeting. Eight counties in Washing- 
ton were organized, five in Western 
Washington, viz., King, Kitsap, Sno- 
homish, Whatcom and Lewis; and 
three on the east side, Spokane, 
Yakima and Kittitas. Hearty support

class. At Portland, undoubtedly on account of the num- 
ber of beginners who were exhibiting on their own account, 
there was a considerably larger proportion of the entries 
that had no place in a show of that character. The educa- 
tional benefit of the show to these exhibitors was therefore 
correspondingly increased. 

Particularly gratifying was the class for get of sire, un- 
doubtedly the most important class in the show from the 
breeders’ standpoint. The array which the Coast breeders 
were able to bring out here surpassed anything we have 
ever seen anywhere else. In the words of Judge Moscrip it 
was “the greatest class in get of sire I have ever seen in 
a Holstein ring.” There were thirteen entries of four each 
in the ring, and the quality ran way through, the first prize 
winners being characterized by Moscrip as being one of the 
three greatest gets of sire he had ever placed. This group 
included both grand champion animals, the junior champion 
female and another first prize winner. This ‘get’ was by 
Matador Segis Walker, Carnation Farms’ senior sire, whose 
offspring proved to be the greatest sensations of the show. 
In addition to siring both grand champions and the junior 
champion female, and first and third in the outstanding ‘get 
of sire’ class mentioned, his offspring won first prize 
in four individual classes, as well as three seconds, a third 
and a fourth. 

Carnation Stock Farms, Seattle, Wash., were the largest 


closely contested, although

creditable. In the two-year-old class Carnation won first 
on a son of Segis Pietertje Prospect, their new world’s 
champion milk producer.

Five miles from Fond du Lac, Wis- 
consin, and practically adjacent to 
Peebles on the Fond du Lac-Sheboy- 
gan line of the Northwestern railway, 
s located the Meadow Spring Stock 
farm.

110 feet is given over to 
cow ties and test stalls and 36 feet to 
calf ties and bull pens. A plenty of 
James equipment, light and sweet 
smelling air, make the whole’ very 
nearly our idea of what a “right up 
to snuff” barn should be. Overhead 


we saw a mow full of fodder, alfalfa 
predominating, which we were told 
grows like a weed on all parts of the 
farm and furnishes feed enough for 
every cow every day. 

Surely this is a big asset to a dairy 
and breeding establishment whether 
it be in the production of milk or the 
development of the young stock. Pro- 
tein and minerai constituents are sore- 
ly needed in both cases. 

While we were going through we 
came upon W. H. Mullen and George 
Keegan, farm manager and herdsman 
respectively. “Will” is charged with 
the responsibility of getting the stuff 
off the land and into “George’s” hands. 
The latter has ths job of getting it to 
the cows and both have the delight of 
seeing their efforts expressed in the 
finished product—clean wholesome 
milk going forth in such quantity as 
to make all worth while. Both men are 
qualified to make a name for them- 
selves and the farm in their care, Mr. 
Mullen having worked the land for 
the past 7 years and Mr. Keegan be- 
ing formerly with the Tilden Farms 
and more recently with Pabst Stock 
Farms. 

The herd is headed by a son of King 
Peter Lyons from a 30-lb. daughter of 
Colantha Johanna Champion. In mak- 
ing her 7 day record this. good cow 
gave 786 lbs. of milk or more than the 
coveted record of 100 Ibs. daily. 

Eighty head of cattle make up the 
female part of the herd and of these 
44 are of milking age. We stopped 
to comment on their individuality and 
on their having the marks of produc- 
tion. Show ring type combined with 
production ability, constitutional 
vigor and health are Mr. Boyles’ ideal 
and we think should be the picture in 
the mind of every Holstein breeder. 
After all, this combination gets the 
money. 

The Junior herd sire, now one and 
a half years of age and weighing 
elose to 1300 lbs., is a son of Pabst 
King Pontiac Lad from a 30-lb. 3-year- 
old daughter ‘of King Pontiac Cham- 
pion of century sire fame. 

The outstanding cow of the herd 1s 
S. V. H. Pearl, the 35-lb. 3-year-old 
daughter of Sir Veeman Hengerveld, 
purchased at the St. Paul National. 
She has been bred and is now pro- 
nounced safe in calf to Marathon 
Bess Burke of Schroeder & Erickson 
fame. It is hoped that a bull calf will 
be the result of this combination and 
the herd.

Kight daughters of Wisconsin Star 
Champion and an untested daughter 
of Johanna McKinley Segis furnish 
the basis for thoughts on testing.

Keegan and Mr. Boyle. Both of these 
men fully realize the good that can 
come to them and to the breed by givy- 
ing the animals-.a chance at record 
production and through them an op- 
portunity to the bulls whose progeny 
they are. Aside from the fame to 
owner and developer respectively and 
the breed as a whole—testing means 
adding dollars to the investment value 
and Mr. Boyle like many another 
breeder does not overlook the finan- 
cial side of the business. 


“DAIRY SHOW IN THE ARGENTINE 


The next great Argentine Interna- 
tional Dairy Show is to take the dates 
from May 8-27, 1921. The show is con- 
ducted under the supervision of the 
Argentine Rural Society. The. exhibi- 
tion, which is planned on an extensive 
scale, will be divided into three parts. 
The first section will be devoted to 
cows and goats; the second will con- 
sist of machinery for milk and milk 
products; and the third will be an 
exposition of milk, butter, cheese and 
other milk products. European coun- 
tries are making plans to display their 
manufactures, .especially dairy ma- 
chinery, and it is hoped that Ameri- 
can manufacturers will display a rep- 
resentative line of machinery and 
milk handling apparatus, even if there 
are no livestock exhibits from the 
United States. 





SHORTAGE OF TEST SUPERVIS- 
ORS IN NEW YORK STATE 


Prof. C. L. Allen, who at present is 
in charge of official testing in New 
York State and has supervision of the 
supervisors is very anxious to get a 
number of well trained young men on 
the list as the demand for supervisors 
is greater than the supply. 

New York pays its testers at the 
rate of $3.50 per day and expenses. 
The money, however, is the smaller 
part that comes, to a tester who under- 
takes supervising as a part of his 
education. Supervising records brings 
the man into immediate contact with 
the best herds of dairy cattle in the 
country. They learn to know good ani- 
mals from poor ones. They get ac- 
quainted with progressive breeders, in 
many cases’are taken into the home 
and treated like one of the family. 
They gain knowledge of feeding and 
handling cattle that can otherwise 
only be learned by years of experi- 
menting. The work is not at all hara.

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STATE INSTITUTIONS OF NEW 
JERSEY BOOST HOLSTEINS 


By J. W. Bartlett 


If one were to take a trip over New 
Jersey beginning at the northern end 
and ending at the southern part of 
the state, they would be impressed by 
the well-kept State Institutions Farms 
that would be passed enroute. Among 
the noticeable features to be observed 
at these farms are the high-class Hol- 
stein herds that are being developed. 
Milk is prescribed by dieticians at the 
institutions, because of its great build- 
ing qualities, and it is with the idea 
of producing milk economically and of 
furnishing a training to inmates or 
patients of some _ institutions, that 
close co-operation is being carried out. 
Figures from last season’s inventory 
show that 1,662,390 quarts of milk were 
produced at a cost of $141,303.15. This 
milk at market prices would have cost 
the state $216,110.70. The state owns 
445 milch cows and 232 head of 
young stock. The state farms are not 
burdens upon the state, but are in all 
cases making a_ profit, especially 
from their dairy herds which we find 
at ten of the institutions. 


The State Hospital Farm at Trenton 
Junction has one of the State’s most 
up-to-date farms. This farm contains 
272 acres and 262 are now’ under 
cultivation. The noticeable features 
here are the dairy and piggery. The 
dairy herd is made up of about 75 
head of grade Holsteins in milk and 
60 head of young stock. Two purebred 
bulls of good breeding are used at the 
head of the herd, and during the past 
ten years, some excellent demonstra- 
tions of breeding have been carried 
on. There is still one of the founda- 
tion cows in the herd. This cow is now 
fourteen years old. Her best record 
has been 11,718 lbs. of milk in a year. 
One of her daughters now in the herd 
has produced 14,008 lbs. during her 
best lactation period. While the sire 
of this cow did not increase the pro- 
duction of all his daughters 2000 lbs. 
over their dams, he did bring about a 
decided average increase throughout 
the herd. Immediately following this 
herd sire whose good work was not 
known until after he was dead, a 
second pure bred bull was bred to the 
old cow and her daughter. The four- 
year-old record of cow No. 3 or the 
granddaughter of the foundation cow 
was 9,112 pounds of milk in one year, 
a decrease of nearly 5000 below that 
of cow No. 2, and over 2000 less than 
the foundation cow. 


Another example well worth study- 
ing is the method employed in raising 
calves at the State Hospital. As soon 
as the youngsters are a few weeks 
old, they are placed in a calf lot 
with an open shed as shelter. Here 
they receive a calf meal gruel made of 
equal parts by weight of hominy, red 
dog flour, linseed meal and dried blood 
flour. In addition they receive a 
dry ration made up of equal parts of 
corn, oats, bran and oil meal together 
with a good roughage. 

After having visited these farms and 
seen tLe high-class dairy herds, one 
can quickly see that there is close 
co-operation between the farms and 
the Stute Department of Institutions 
and Agei who supervise all the 
farms in au advisory way. The farm

stein-Friesian Association, we are indebted to a report of the South Dakota 
State Sale, which was held at Watertown, Oct. 4th. Owing to financial condi- 
tions throughout the Northwest, the sale was not quite what the management 
hoped it would be, but as all the cattle with one exception stayed in the 
State of South Dakota, many of them to form the nuclei of new herds, the loss 
of the consignors will be a gain to the South Dakota Holstein, industry in the 
long run.- There is a good healthy demand for Holsteins among the South 
Dakota Farmers, and as the merits of the breed and the possibilities of money 
making by feeding and developing Holstein cattle become better known prices 
will gain proportionately. Mr. Gage announces that the state association will 
hold their next breeders’ sale at Aberdeen, S. D., about the first of June, the 
exact date will be given when all arrangements are made.

the time of this test will have been subjected to an intra-dermal test at 


least a month previous to the sub-cutaneous test. And to further 
strengthen the belief that the animals in this sale are as free from tuber- 
culosis as it is humanly possible to determine, the breeders are guaran- 


teeing them under a 60-day retest. 


The animals have been chosen very largely upon their individual 
quality. This has in all cases had first consideration, but we have been 
especially fortunate in being able to combine with this quality, extra 
good breeding. There are several cows with records up to 36 Ibs in 7 
days, a large number of daughters with records up to 35 Ibs., including 
one from Glista Ernestine, the only six times 30-lb. cow. A very large 
number of the animals of milking age will freshen just at sale time or 
within a few days thereafter. They are in calf to as good sires as New 
York State affords, which means vou will buy the very same blood that

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the man who comes closely in touch 
with the state farm. Since the appoint- 
ment of the supervisor in 1917, there 
has been a great improvement in dairy- 
ing.The Dairy Specialist from the New 
Jersey State College has been spend- 
ing at least two days a month on in- 
stitution work during the past three 
years in co-operation with the farm 
supervisor. The work of the special 
ist has been to help in working out 
plans for general improvement of the 
dairy herds. The specialist is one of a 
dairy committee of five composed of 
institution superintendents, who 
advise on policies relative to all 
phases of State Farm Dairies. 

The first thing adopted by the dairy 
committee was a uniform herd book, in 
which all records of milk, butterfat, 
pedigrees and breeding could be kept. 
Combined with this was a daily barn 
report which each herdsman makes 
out and sends to the office daily. 

It is the policy of the committee 
that all herds should be free from 
tuberculosis. During the past year 
and a half, seven of the eleven dairy 
herds have been placed on _ the 
accredited list. Those having a 
clean bill of health now are Clinton 
Reformatory, State Home for Boys, 
State Village, the Annandale Farm, the 
Leesburg Prison Farm, the Home for 
Feeble Minded at Vineland, and the 
State Sanatorium at Glen Gardner. 
The other herds will no doubt be on 
the list in another six months 

Heifer calves from the best cows 
are being raised. Some have been 
raised on a milk substitute composed 
of equal parts by weight of hominy, 
red dog flour, dried blood flour, and 
linseed oil meal. The herdsmen at 
some of the farms are keeping 
accurate records as to costs of grow- 
ing calves to a milking age. 

All of the state dairy barns have 
been scored by the United States 
Department score card. It is not say- 
ing too much to state that practically 
each herd is producing the equal of 
certified milk. 

Two of the state farms now belong 
to the Mercer County Cow Testing As- 
sociation and each of the others have 
signified their intentions of joining 
the associations in the county in which 
they are located. 

There is a policy at present for the 
farms to gradually get into pure bred 
stock. Of the 14 herd bulls now used, 
all are pure bred. Perhaps the biggest 
example that the state has set for 
New Jersey dairymen is the formation 
of a State Institutions’ Cooperative 
Holstein Bull Association. This or- 
ganization was the first of its kind 
in the country. It is an organization, 
that with the bulls it has purchased, is 
going to save the State a good many 
dollars, and make for the State Insti- 
tutions a reputation in constructive 
breeding. 

The association is divided into three 
units, and the units further divided in- 
to blocks, three blocks in each unit. 
The units were formed because of the 
tact that some of the State Farms have 
a higher developed class of cattle than 
others, and also because of the near- 
ness of some farms.

David McKeown of Gres- 
ham, Ore., took second in this class on 
a typy daughter of Sir Bessie Fobes 
Tritomia. Another Matador heifer 
headed the junior yearling class of 
eighteen, after a four cornered fight 
for top honors. Carnation Matador 
Model finally won out on her greater 
size and capacity, and a little better 
quality, although it was very close be- 
tween this heifer and McKeown’s Haz- 
elwood Heilo Spofford Queen, Bishop’s 
Chimacum Mollie 2d, and Anita Bald- 
win’s Burbank Aaggie Lincoln, finish- 
ing in the order named.

As usual the heifer calf classes were 
very large and were certainly full of 
quality. Twenty-nine seniors came 
out, and at least half of them were 
good enough to go into any show and 
return a creditable account of them- 
selves, while the top half dozen would 
finish 1-2-3 almost anywhere. Carna- 
tion brought out a real one in Carna- 
tion Colantha Ciruela, a daughter of 
Dutchland Governor Sir Colantha, win- 
ning on her superior top, middle, ud- 
der and quality. Carnation Matador 
Pontiac, a daughter of Matador Segis 
Walker, was a close second, while the 
entries of F. R. Beals, William Martin, 
Hollywood Farm and David McKeown 
were a credit to the show. On account 
of the rule limiting each exhibitor to 
two ribbons in a class two more Car- 
nation heifers that would have been 
in the first six had to be sent to the 
barn. These were daughters of Carna- 
tion King Sylvia, who came into his 
own in the junior calf class when his 
daughter, Carnation Sylvia Queen 
Segis, won the blue. She was one of 
the sweetest things in the show, with 
an udder that would not have discredit- 
ed a springing two-year-old. A daugh- 
ter of Matador, also owned by Carna- 
tion, was second in this class of 34. the 
largest class of the show. Wm. Mar- 
tin won third on a daughter of Sir 
Bracelet Posch, and a daughter of 
Matador Segis Walker, owned by L. J. 
Simpson was fourth.

The group classes for individual ex- 
hibitors were much stronger than at 
the National, both in numbers and on 
the whole in quality. In the herds 
Carnation was invincible, their Exhibi- 
tor’s and Young herds being composed 
entirely of first prize winners, and the 
calf herd almost in that class. Bish- 
op’s aged herd, containing the first 
prize aged cow, was a good second, 
Milky Way Farm coming third on the 
general quality and uniformity of their 
animals. In young herds, Hollywood 
was second, Bishop third and Milky 
Way fourth. Produce of cow was won 
by Hollywood on two daughters’ of 
Lady TIllustrites Fayne, Carnation tak- 
ing second and fourth, and Bishop 
third and fifth. We have previously 
mentioned the wonderful showing in 
the class for get of sire, surpassing 
anything previously brought out in 
the aggregate quality of the entries. 
These thirteen groups of four animals 
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each furnish the strongest possible 
testimony to the progress which the 
breeders of the Coast are makng in 
production, type and uniformity. There 
were three entries in the class for state 
herds, Washington, Oregon and Cali- 
fornia competing, and finishing in the 
order given.

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RELIC OF A PIONEER 
In going through some of his ola 
papers recently, W. R. Gates of Fort 


Atkinson, Wis., came across a letter 


by the pioneer Holstein breeder, S. 
N. Wright written Oct. 25th, 1907, 
three days before Mr. Wright passed 
away. The letter informs Mr. Gates 
that a dairyman in the market for Hol- 
steins will write him in a few days 
and asks Mr. Gates to use the inquirer 
well as he is a friend of Mr. Wright. 

S. N. Wright was one of the leading 


western breeders of his day. He was 
born March 6, 1824, or nearly 100 
years ago. It is recorded that in the 


year 1857 he saw his first Holsteins 
and that in 1860, he settled in Elgin, 
Ill., where he died Oct. 28th, 1907. He 
became an owner of Holstein cattle 
in 1874, thus antedating the establish- 
ment of several herds that have 
always considered themselves 
pioneers. In partnership with Messrs. 
Tefft and Hoag, he bought the first 
Holstein bull owned in Kane County, 
Ill. 

Mr. Wright as a writer and speaker 
did much to advance the Holstein 
gospel in Illinois and surrounding 
states. He was famous as a_ judge 
and was called upon several times to 
select the stock for foundation herds. 

At one time Mr. Wright owned 
Mercedes Julips Pietertje No. 39480, 
former world champion cow, whoss 
record of 29.36 Ibs. butter in 7 days. 
first took the world’s championship to 
Minnesota. Mr. Wright sold the 
potential champion to W. R. Gates, 
who passed her along and she was the 
property of T. F. Tompkins of White 
Bear Lake, Minn., at the time she 
made her world’s record and became 
the first 29-lb. cow. 

Mr. Wright was 83 years, 7 mos. 
and 22 days old at the time of his 
death, and as the letter to Mr. Gates 
was written only three days’ before 
this event, it can be seen that he 
retained his interest in the breed and 
in his friends until the last. 





ASSOCIATION BUSINESS FOR THE 
PAST SIX MONTHS 

During the first six months of the 
present Holstein fiscal year, 61,293 
animals have been registered, a sain 
of 9,448 over the first six months of 
the previous year. The transfers also 
show a gain of 5,708, the total for 
the past six months being 66,713, over 
11,100 a month. 

The volume of record business 
necessitated by the transactions in 
Holsteins resulted in bringing 
$90,735.50 to the coffers of the uas- 
sociation during the past six months 
of the Holstein year. The fees on 
registration, transfer and _ duplicate

for his milk is that he has made gs 
little effort to inform himself and the 
public generally that his product has 
real value. Were the real merits of 
milk and its products presented to the 
public only half as efficiently as are 
the merits of their so-called substi 
tutes, the buying public would not be 
so much concerned as to itS cost as 
they would be as to where they could 
obtain it. There is no question but 
that cents, combined with sense, spen 
now in advertising wouid be repaid 
with dollars in the future. 

With these facts facing us and witb 
the enterprise of America, it is hard 
to believe anything but a_= splendid 
future for this fascinating business 
Due to uncertain milk conditions 
many have been loath to part’ with 
their better cattle and have put in 
the sales only those of inferior quality 
In looking over the reports of these 
sales and noting lower average prices

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THE SILO A SIGN POST 

The silo is a good place for a farm 
sign. It is the most conspicuous build 
ing on the farm. As a rule, it towers 
high above the other buildings, and ts 
matched only by the windmill or a 
very tall tree. Any farmer who be 
lieves that it pays to advertise should 
seriously consider a farm sign. Get 
some painter who can do fairly good 
lettering and get him to put a sign on 
your silo. Go to the road in order to 
get the correct view. Take a_ view 
from the road in front of your bari 
and to right and left, then choose the 
mcst conspicuous part of the silo. This 
is generally found close to the top 
If you are advertising the name ot 
your farm, use the name and follow 
with your own if you wish. Breeders 
of all kinds of pure bred stock should 
keep in mind the fact that advertis 
ing is a very essential feature in their 
success. Men are continually going 
through the country looking for var 
ious breeds of livestock. Give them a 
chance to learn of the business you 
are in without looking you up in the 
field or caliing at the door. The pure 
bred breeder should advertise no less 
than a_ storekeeper in town. Condi 
tions are rapidly changing, and we 
must keep abreast of the times. The 
auto has greatly increased highway 
travel—thousands of people pass 
through the country going in every 
direction and from everywhere. Many 
of these travelers are farmers, and 
they may see your sign. 

Occasionally the farm buildings are 
so situated that the ad should appear 
in more places than one. The gable of 
the barn or a conspicuous building so 
located that it can be observed for a 
long distance from either railroad or 
highway should bear the sign. As prac 
tically all silos are round, it is hard 
to get a view frcem any point that does 
not give a good surtace for a_ short 
to-the-point sign. For this reason the 
silo is the most conspicuous billboard 
on the farm. 

However, the principal use of a silo 
is not in the cavacity of a billboard or 
sign post. That is only one of its many 
good uses. The stock farmer without 
a silo is likely to need such an equip 
ment more than he needs a sign. The 
fact that he has no silo is a sign in it- 
self that he lacks the best and most 
economic food for his stock. All feed 
ing experiments and tests prove this 
to be true, and our progressive stock- 
keepers are indeed “reading the signs” 
and recognizing the silo’s value.

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expect a lower price for that 
service for the competition is greater
